EUROPE. 

London, Jan. .'iO. — A man was ar- 
rested this afternoon at li is lodgings in 
the Westminster district on HU8)iiseion 
of being concerned in the recent ilymi- 
mite outrage. lie had been an inmate 
of the lodging house for two weeks and 
was watched by the police for several 
days. A blnck box was found in his 
room which bore labels indicating that 
it had come on the si earner Wyoming 
from Now York to Liverpool. The pri- 
soner refused to make any statement 
until he has secured counsel. 

Dublin, Jan. 30. — The Castle au- 
thorities have again published the cir- 
culation in Ireland of O'Donovan llos- 
sa's paper. 

London, Jan. 33. — A man was ar- 
rested in the Westminster District yes- 
terday named Goodman. It is believed 
that his arrest will lead to important 
developments. Goodman was lodging 
in North stteet. lie i.s a tall man, with 
a dark moustache and sallow complex- 
tion, and is about 28 years of age. He 
appears to be an American, lie is nerv- 
ous and uneasy. Detectives have been 
watching him for several days. Lie had 
in his possession a large trunk, weigh 
ing several hundred pounds, bearing 
torn labels, reading "Steamship Wyo 
niitig, Liverpool." He displayed a sud- 
den anxiety to quit the lodgings when 
he found the detectives were watching 
bim.

Bogrus Itolirs Foisted obi I lie 
<«oo<l IVopIo of Lat'liiiMt. 

Montreal, Jan. 20.— Tho peaceful 
worshippers at the I.aehine parish 
churchs were startled at high mass Sun- 
day morning when the Rev, father 
Piche made the announcement that the 
remains of St. Claudius, which were 
brought to Laohine live years ago and 
installed with great solemnity, and 
which have since that time been revcr- 
entlv adored by the good parishioners, 
have just been discovered to he bogus, 
and not the mortal relics of the pious 
Saint at all. The liev. Father explain- 
ed the case as follows: — In 1871, when 
the Piedmontese conquered Koine with 
Victor Emmanuel at their head, sever- 
al Roman Catholic churches were dea- 
crated, the holy sanctuaries broken 
down .and many corpses of martyrs 
thrown out into the streets. These 
were taken possession of by Jewish 
dealers in second-hand goods, who im- 
mediately conveyed them to their 
shops, when- they were secreted. The 
church authorities, however, were not 
long in discovering tin.' hiding places 
of the holy corpses and at once set 
about reclaiming the treasured remains 
at any cost. The Jews, of course, made 
the best of their excellent chances anil 
demanded exorbitant sums in payment 
for the bodies, which were readily 
forthcoming. Elated by their wonder- 
ful success, and fearing lest the supply 
should be exhausted before their grasp, 
ing propensities had been satislied, 
they !'-it upon a bold though hazardous 
scheme for meeting their ends. Know- 
ing that the only way the authorities 
had of recognizing the bodies of saints 
was by nutans of the bona lido auto- 
graph of the Pope himself, they con- 
tinued without much trouble to sub, 
st Utile for the original corpses bodies 
stolen from the cemeteries and appro- 
priately d reused, to which they attach- 
ed the forged signature of his Holiness. 
Thus they coined immense sums of 
money with little fear of detection. 
About two years ago the fraud was dis 
covered, and consternation ensued 
among tin!, ecclesiastics who had thus 
been shamefully duped, at the thought 
that the faithful of tint Church had for 
veal's been reverencing relics, which 
might have been, for all they knew, 
those of Koine's most dishonored dead. 
All the churches vt hich hud been made 
resting-places for bodies since IS? I 
were asked to send the signatures of the 
Pope accom pay ing their treasures to 
Koine for examination. Those which 
had conic with the relics of St. Claudi- 
us and St. Juliana, the latter of which 
was also brought to I.aehine and eon- 
signed to the sacred precincts of the 
convent, wnre returned to the Holy 
See along with the rest, and last week 
lae intelligence was received from the 
Pope I hat the supposed remains of St. 

Claudius and St. Juliana hail no au- 
thenticity whatever; and Puther Piche 
was instructed to do away with them 
at once. The alleged relics of St. Cludi- 
tis ii lid St. Juliana were brought to 
Uachine from Koine in KSHO. The con- 
sternation of the people on hearing the 
in nou nceineii I, from the Kev. cure's 
lips yesterday can only be imagined.

Mauri o, Jan. 19. — Information has 
been obtained which explains Ger- 
many's present hostilo attitude towards 
this country in colonial affairs. It also 
t'irows a new light on the sudden 
breaking off of the negotiations be- 
tween Senor Eiduayen, the Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count Von 
Sohns Sonnenwald, the German ambas- 
sador to Spain, and Sir Robert 1>. D. 
Morier, the British envoy, who wero 
expected to sign a protocol last month 
establishing Spain's sovereignty over 
the islands of tho Sooloo archipelago. 
It now transpires that Germany had 
proposed to Spain that, the harbors 
i.hou'd bo given to Germany for naval 
coaling and refitting stations in the 
Spanish possessions of Fernando Po, in 
Western Africa, ami the Sooloo islands 
in the Indian ocean. Spain refused to 
entertain the proposition, taking the 
ground that her interests in colonial 
aflairfl were identical with those of 
Kngland, and therefore opposed to tho 
new German policy of wholesale an- 
nexation. This sturdy refusal on the 
part of Spain, when all her interests 
in the Sooloo archipelago were at stake, 
is believed to indicate a concert be- 
tween Kngland, Spian, and Italy to 
dispute the colonial pretensions of 
Prince Bismarck's new partnership, 
which comprises Germany, Prance, 
A ustria, ami Russia.

THE METLAKAHTLA MATTER. 

Mr. Pooloy's rotort upon Mr. Duna- 
muir, with reference to Mr. Duncan's re- 
fusal to give an answer that might crim- 
inate him, is not justified by the evidence. 
Mr. Duncan gave tho only answer which 
it was possible to give to a question that 
should not have been put. Tho attorney - 
general, after stating that it is "utterly 
unlawful" to proveut an Indian from build- 
ing a houao on an Indian reserve, pro- 
ceeded to ask Mr. Duncan if ho did this 
unlawful act, to which Mr. Duncan 
properly replied, "1 decline to answer 
such a question." Elsewhere, Bee page 
34, Mr. Duncan clearly shows the reason 
for such prevention, and the fact that tho 
village community prnrdioo enforces it— 
a practice winch all incomers agree to. Lt 
is' too much tu expect that on being told 
on high authority that this practice was 
utterly unlawful he should admit par- 
ticipation in it. But with deference to 
Mr. Davie tho unlawfulness of tho prac- 
tice iB by no means clear. Tho question 
is within tho discretion of the superin- 
tendent-general. The Motlakahtlans are 
an informally organized community or 
band on certain recognized principles, 
annually declared and adopted to prevent 
the possibility of mistake. Indians, who 
are not Metli»kahtlans, have no more 
right than white men I" Bottle, reside 
upon or occupy any portion of Motla 
kahtlan land. They can only do so with 
the licence of the superintendent general 
who, in such mailer, always requires the 
assent of a majority of the people. W hat 
the Motlakahtla Indians say, and what 
Mr. Duncan says, is that. Indiana who 
come in on a pretence of conformity, and 
afterwards refuse to conform, cease to be 
Metlakahtlans, become "other than In- 
diana of the band," ami cannot claim 
These non-conformists 



communal right 

appear to number thirteen men, since re 
duced to twelve, by the defection of an 
individual who reverted from the bishop, 
because "he punches people, and also has 
a gun." This odd description uf a prelate 
may be read with the following: "He 
told us about the Uiblo and about find, 
but ho told us more about the society, 
and ho has told us about liod, hut has 
never followed it. He has only told us 
about the outside of the bible, and that 
is why his work has not grown .*' Say » 
tho bishop himself: "I struck linn so 
that ho did not return at all, 1 struck 
him heavily." A Police Gazette reporter 
would value the graphic touches. The 
most interesting fact brought out by the 
evidence taken at Motlakahtla i.i the eon 
stitution of tho village community at that 
place. Without understanding this, 
nothing ulse em be understood. The 
principle of the community is nutty — the 
conformity of overybody to everything. 
Whether wo approve this principle or not 
it lias produrwl (rood results in tho par 
ticular case. It is utterly opposed iu ..... 
social principles, and will not he the type 
of other Indian communities; but, never- 
theless, Metlakahtla is before us as a liv- 
ing, potential fact. Everybody who joins 
tho community has to declare his willing- 
ness to conform, and each member of the 
community has to declare his continuing 
conformity once a year. The promise to 
obey the village rules ia the chief part of 
this declaration . These rules, necessarily 
to prosorvo the principle of unity, forbid 
ownership of village lots in severalty, or 
tho building of houses without permission. 
There is nothing unlawful iu such a social 
arrangement, provided that no persons 
having prior rights at Metlakahtla are 
disturbed, which does not appear to be 
the case. The main dispute has beon 
raised by non-unionists, who either are 
renegade unionists, to break the village 
rules to which they have declared adher- 
ence, or outsiders desirous of living at 
Metlakahtla without conforming. The 
population of the village is about 1,000, 
all told. The mm unionists consist of 
thirteen adult men with their families, 
and, so far as they were organized, are 
led by Bishop Ridley. One of the require- 
ments of tho "union" principle is that 
there shall be one church at t lie place — 
the "Christian Church of Metlakahtla." 
Tho Indians know only this, their own 
church. It appears that, in their mission 
efforts, the church missionary Bociety 
looked to the Indians having an "mile 
pendent church of their own," which tho 
Indians have now got. If the Dominion 
government examined the matter, they 
would lind that the true object of the 
special trusteeship of the two acres was 
to help the Metlakahtla experiment, of 
which unity is the sustaining principle 
and, specifically, to provant an invasion 
of the settlement by noil unionists. They, 
therefore, not only could but were bound 
to remove any persons causing disunion 
by active llostilely to the village rules. 
No valid territorial claim on the part of 
the non-unionists could be set, up against 
this action of tho Dominion government, 
lt does not require much acquaintance 
with our land laws to know that, the 
governor's letter on which the non- 
unionists, through the agent of the mis 
sionary society, base their right of in- 
trusion, even were it a competent letter 
(which is very doubtful), could not 
legally have the effect of alienating two 
acres of an Indian settlement for the uses 
of a foreign corporation, or of anybody. 
The missionary society are not a land or 
building society; their donations were 
for moral results, which have been 
gained. 

CLAIMS i>1'' SKTTLEliti, 

Our juvenile evening contemporary, re- 
ferring to the investigation of the squat- 
ters' claims committee, charges the gov- 
ernment with arbitrary conduct , and with 
endeavoring to prevent the settlement of 
the wild lands of the province. I low- 
successful the government has been in 
preventing settlement is shown by an ex- 
amination of the records wherein it. is 
found that during the three years preced- 
ing the advent of the present ministry the 
average number of pre emptioiis was 75 
per annum, being li l in 1880, 83 in 1881, 
and 77 in 1882. During 1883, tho first 
year of the present government's term of 
oflice, the number of pre-emptions in- 
creased to 200, and during the year 1831 
the number had risen to no less a number 
than 707. It would have been well for 
British Columbia if former governments 
had shown a little more of such opposi- 
tion to settlement when such satisfactory 
results are obtained from the policy. The 
Times has, from the lirst, made a most 
ludicrous attempt to run with the hare 
and hunt with the hounds on this ter- 
minus squatter question. From the first 
j. h a g— uud it must have) been a gruesome 
task for it -endorsed the policy of Lhe 



government in making tho arrangement 
with the C. I'. U. Co. to extend the rail- 
way to Coal Harbor and English Bay; 
and it has at the samu time taken up tho 
cause of a number of rich speculators 
yclept "uoor squatters" apparently obliv- 
ious to the fact that the allowance of tho 
illegal claims put forward by 'the so- 
called Bquattera would end at once 
tho possibility of completing the ar- 
rangement fi'r the extension of the 
railway. Had the government admitted 
tho bogus claims put forward by 
Messrs. Bole it al, and thereby 
shelved tho railway extension question, 
tho Times would have been al the throat 
of tho ministry for sacrificing the most 
vital interests of tho country at large upon 
tho shrine of a few greedy laud thinks. 
No one knows better than our contem- 
porary that the interests of the many 
should not be made subsorviaut 
to the interests of the few ami 
no one knows better that if any leyul 
claims existed to any of these lands the 
courts of the country could be appealed 
to and all rights secured. If the claims 
which are being enquired into by a parlia- 
mentary committee at the present time are 
illegal, will the Times for a moment say 
that the government oughl to have al- 
lowed them'l If so, why are acts of par- 
liament passed to d'r ct and guide and 
limit the powers of tho government?

Uevethat another Indian act has boon re- 
cently passed, supposed to be more suit- 
able to the Metlakahtlans, and they are 
to be asked to come under that. It is 
clearly optional whether they will or not. 
And, sir, unless the Metlakahtlans be 
cattie or slaves it is but just that they 
should bo allowed to previously »n<i«r- 
stand that which is submitted to their 
choice. I believe that tho Dominion gov- 
ernment (or the Indian department there- 
of) look— and are now looking — to Mr. 
Duncan to take the part of their (tho Met- 
lakahtlans) adviser in the matter. But it 
cannot surely for a moment supposed 
that he ia expected to advise them against 
his own judgment or to their hurt. And 
if this he so Mr. Duncan's wrong-doing 
melts into thin air and the opinion of 
these members would seem to be the wis- 
est who say that it would be better to keep 
Mr.Duncun out uf tho question altogether. 
And if the Dominion government would 
abandon the idea of a theoretical consti- 
tution for the Metlakahtlans, and sanc- 
tion that which has been found tow. irk 
so admirably up to the time of its dis- 
turbance by a small minority, they would 
do more towards quieting the trouble all 
round, than by any other measure that 
thov could adopt A resident (or neigh- 
boring) magistrate, with the old, well 
oiled, well-kept, well-appointed municipal 
machinery, would please and conciliate 
not only the Metlakahtlans hut all tho 
surrounding tribes, and render the settle- 
ment of the land question a matter of 
comparative ease. Such at least is my 
unfeigned conviction. A.

The 
promoters engage to furnish water nt (iO 
cents per 1,000 uallons, a very reasonable 
figure, indeed. The company will be 
compelled to expend a large sjui of 
money in clearing lake and river, build- 
ing dams and con ducting the water in 
pipes to the point of supply. Advantage 
will be taken of the construction of the 
Island railway to lay pipes along its line, 
the railway company having generously 
granted the right of way. About 100 
property holders have signed a petition to 
the legislature. The company ask no 
monopoly, and the case is one in which 
we think a suspension of tho standing 
orders might be safoly made to enable the 
bill to come before the house.

WHITE SLAVES. 

The Chinese ol San Francisco 
Buy nutl Sell While Infants. 

Late telegrams from San Francisco 
furnish the news of a moat infamous 
tratlic that is being carried on there by 
the Chinese, assisted by the private es- 
tablishments termed "lying-in hospitals 
and hollies for foundlings:'' Tho matrons 
of theae places charge &50 if the mother 
desires to keep the baby, but only from 
is'-'O to SoO if the mother gives up all 
claim to it. la the latter eitse il becomes 
the property of Tie matron, who sells tho 
baby over anaia to whoever she can find 
that will [lay the must for it. In this 
way many of these unfortunates have 
been sold to the Chinese. The latter pay 
more for female babies than male ones. 
A tiirl who had worked in one of these 
lying-in hospitals stated to a reporter that 
she knew that Chinamen bought white 
babies, and recited an instance of where 
a Chinaman selected a blonde girl baby 
out of a lot of seven, and paid the 
matron, a Mrs. Wilson, living at 322 
Sixth street; §50 for it. This fearful 
business has created so much excitement 
that Mrs. Hunter, secretary of tho so- 
ciety for the prevention of cruelty to 
children, called Chief of Policu Crowley, 
asking his co-operation in making a raid 
on Chinatown and removing all the whito 
babies they could find in possession of 
the Chinese. They found three, two of 
them girls. It is believed there aro still 
many others, but the Chinese have hid 
them out of sight. The three that were' 
discovered have boon placed in the orphan 
asylum. The chief of police stated that 
no cases of kidnapping white babies had 
been reported, so that these little unfor- 
tunates were undoubtedly turned over or 
sold to tin Chinese by mothers who did 
not wish t . rear them. 

The Evouing Post, referring to the 
iniquitous practice of white mothers sell- 
ing their illegitimate ill'spring to the 
Chinese, 3ays: "We are informed upon 
the best authority that the children are 
purchased in many cases by Chinese spec- 
ulators and sent to China, yvhero they are 
raised until they are twelve years of age, 
and then sold i" wealthy Chinamen for 
large sums of money, to be placed by 
them in their harems. One of the most 
dreadful ph;is.-s of slave-trading is going 
on in our midst, and if strong measures 
are not taken t" M"p it at once, it, will 
be a disgrace to our cily and our civiliza- 
tion."

Moody. In certain quarters an awkward 
attempt was made lo ridicule such a 
theory. Upon careful OAuuiiwaUou md 
mature reflection, we are disposed Lo re- 
gard tho matter in a very serious light, in- 
volving, as it docs, coii.iiilsint.ious of 
profound concernment to the province. 
The Resources, being free from all politi- 
cal bias, we shall bo enabled to look at 
this important, subject divested of all tho 
obscuring mists of patty strife. The 
reader is invited lo rise with us above 
political prejudices and look a few salient 
facts honestly in the face. Referring to 
tho "Settlement bill," section 2 , it is pro- 
vided that: 

From and after the passing of this act 
there shall bo and there is hereby grant- 
ed to the Dominion government for the 
purpose of constructing and to aid in the 
construction of the portion of tie- Cana - 
dian Pacific railway on the mainland of

If we may be permitted to regard so im- 
portant a national question from a local 
stand-point, how much mote strongly 
should the scheme commend itself to the 
people of Victoria— of Vancouver island.

The Clock in Trinity's Towor.

The clock in Trinity church tower, 
New York city, is the heaviest in America, 
The frame stands nine fiat long, live feet 
high, and three feet wide.

The dials 
arc eight feet in diameter, although they 
look little more than half that large from 
Broadway. The three weights arc about 
Slid. 1,200, and 1,500 pounds respectively. 
A large bo:: is placed al the bottom of the 
Veil that holds about a bale of cotton- 
waste, so that if a cord should break the 
cotton would check the concussion.

LETTERS RECEIVED BY SENATORS 
AND REPRESENTATIVES. 



lojrlslntors nt Washington Overwhelmed 
by Communications Sent Through the 
£*os>tottlio — Popular Congressmen 
and Tlielx Correspondents. 



[Waslilngton Cor. Chicago News.] 

It requires the survkus of eleven per- 
sons to Luiutilu iii>: mail of the different 
representatives and senators at the capital 
Thoro ure four deliveries <i day of what is 
known us tlio congressional-mail — one, the 
morning delivery, before breakfast, two 
at. the capitol during the hours, the wise 
solons are in session, and another in the 
evening. .The first and lust deliveries ure 
at the private residence of the members. 
Twelve wagon loads of letters and papers 
comprise the average of the house mail 
for each day. That of the senate of course 
is much smaller. In addition to the regu- 
lar clerks, drivers, and messengers each 
chamber employs a limited number of 
boys who are known as riding pages, 
They are furnished ponies and are used to 
deliver letters ami documents at the dif- 
ferent departments and elsewhere through- 
out the city. Kaeli receives a salary of 
!?U00 per annual. There are three of these 
youngsters on thejiouse side. The senate 
is more extravagant With scarcely one- 
fifth as many members they rind it impos- 
sible to get along with less than four rid- 
ing pages. This may be said to be charac- 
teristic of the senate in every particular. 
That body lias twice the number of em- 
ployes relatively that the house has and 
the pay is invariably hotter. 

Speaker Carlisle gets the heaviest mail 
of any man in public life. Next to him, 
among the representatives, come Kan- 
dull, with Belford of Colorado third, Bel- 
mont of New York fourth, and Judge 
Keller of Pennsylvania fifth, liandall's 
ami Kelley's mails, like that of Col Mor- 
rison, are mostly communications from 
business men and others asking for in- 
formation on matters of tariff, finances, 
and kindred subjects. 

Mr. Helford's heavy mail is explained 
by reason of his being the only ropreserj 
tative of a young and rapidly growing 
commonwealth. ( olorado has probably 
more veterans of the late war within her 
borders than any state of her size in the 
union. As most of these people are in- 
terested in pensions, cither to the extent 
of asking information as to the best 
means of procuring one or inquiring as to 
delays in their settlement, it will be seen 
that his correspondence must be neces- 
sarily large. Mr. Belford is pleased to be 
the object of this voluminous correspond- 
ence and boasts of it among his fellow- 
members with as much evident pride as 
if each particular envelope contained a 
certificate of good character. 

Of the Illinois members, Col. Morrison 
receives the largest mail. As chairman of 
the ways and means committee he fre- 
quently received as many as sixty letters a 
day last session. 

Gen. Logan receives the heaviest mail 
of nny member of the senate. After bis 
nomination last summer it increased so 
rapidly that the services of his secretary 
and .Mrs. Began were entirely inadequate 
to the task of keeping up the arrears. On 
such occasions it was no uncommon prac- 
tice for Ihe visitors to (Jen. Logan's rooms, 
many of whom were employes of the gov- 
ernment, to assist him with this work. 
Old tables, chairs, and even hat-boxes, 
would be utilized as desks, and often half 
a dozen supernumeraries would be 
found laboring until midnight. It 
is Gen. Logan's Invariable rule 
to answer every letter sent to 
him. His mail conies principally from sol- 
diers, and is not confined by any means 
to his constituents in Illinois. Not infre- 
quently veteruns write to him from the 
middle and New England states. The 
bulk of letters from, soldiers of the late 
war residing in the extreme southern 
States is addressed to Gen. Logan. Mrs. 
Logan overlooks the general's mail. Long 
familiarity as his amanuensis enables her 
to tell directly which letters she can at- 
tend to herself without troubling her hus- 
band to read. She is better known to the 
clerks in the pension ollice than tlio gen- 
eral, and of late years she has attended to 
nearly all of his correspondence. Mauv 
of tlte.se letters are insufficiently stamper!. 
The deficit is paid by the senator. This 
item of expense alone is said to amount to 
$~5 per annum. 

Plumb, of Kansas, follows Logan as the 
recipient of the next largest mail, with 
Allison, of Iowa, and Yoorhccs, of Indi- 
ana, not far behind. 

As a rule the Republicans receive much 
larger mails than the Democrats. The 
difference in Y'oorhees' case is explained 
by his personal popularity. Popular men 
in congress arc deluged with letters in the 
same degree as they, in private life, re- 
ceive more attention than those who are 
more exclusive. Y'oorhees is easily ap- 
proached, and is a hail-fellow well-met 
among the homespun farmers of the 
lloosier state. Noxt to Y'oorhees, Jones, 
of Florida, receives the largest mail on 
the Democratic side. Like Belford, he is 
proud of it. Join s was born in Ireland, 
and worked his way to his present promi- 
nence from a shoe maker's bench. His 
Correspondence comes from every section 
of the country, in which respect it is sim- 
ilar to Gen, Logan's, though not so diffuse. 

The Democrats are already paying the 
penalty of having achieved a great na- 
tional victory. Since the election the mail 
of members of congress of that party has 
doubled— in some cases trebled. 



How to Expose Thermometers,

One of the first conditions to bo re- 
garded is that of securing a good height 
above the ground, on which a considera- 
ble diversity of opinion prevails. Much 
depends upon the immediate conditions of 
the locality. When this point is decided 
upon, a uniform and satisfactory shelter 
or screen should be provided for the in- 
strument The height and the screen 
should be so adjusted that the thermome- 
ter shall be free from ground-log, and 
that access of the air to it should be per- 
fect The shelter should shield it from all 
reflected heat, from all radiation from sur- 
rounding objects, us well as from moist- 
ure. Many different forms of shelter 
have been contrived in different countries.

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INCIDENT OF THE MEXICAN WAR. 

How Gen. Scott Hanged Deserters After 
the Battle of Cherubusco. 

[Cor. Boston Post,] 

At the battle of Chcrubusco in the val- 
ley of Mexico, one of those scries of bat- 
tles which took place before the capital 
was captured, occurred one of the most 
impressive acts of the entire war. I 
mean as to its effect upon the men of 
the army. It was one of those events 
which carried instant conviction to the 
minds of the soldiers that discipline and 
allegiance to the flag were of paramount 
importance. After a desperate struggle 
the works were carried, and ftmnnir the 
captured were found a number of- desert- 
ers, men who joined the Mexicans and 
served the guns against their own com 
rades, and the full force of their aiil to the 
euemy is apparent when it is known that 
they "were nearly all trained artillerists, 
(in the discovery being made intense in- 
dignation prevailed, and nothing but the 
strictest discipline and prompt obedience 
to orders prevented the men from dealing 
out instant vengeance upon the deserters. 

But a drum-head court-martial decided, 
with due formality, their fate, which was 
to be hanged, ignoininously, in the pros 
enco of all the army then at that point as- 
sembled. It must be understood that a 
portion of tlie forces were then engaged 
witli the enemy at Chapullepec, thai 
almost inaccessible fortress, and very 
stronghold of the enemy, holding farther 
advances upon the city, and that thai most 
desperate engagement was then undecided. 
The men were drawn up in due order, 
each with a rope around his ni ck thirty 
deluded victims about to receive merited 
punishment for basely deserting the Hag 
and turning the enemy's trims against 
their own comrades. The officer in 
charge, upon w hom devolved the duty, 
cast a quick glance in the direc- 
tion of ChapuTtepec. Suddenly a 
thought seemed to impress him, and 
he said: "Let them stand until they shall 
see the American Hag upon < lit- 
heights of Chapultepet: " With breathless 
anxiety they waited. It was a lend 
fought battle, the final result being 
doubtful. Many brave men went down 
to rise no more, and many a man carried 
the wounds there received through life to 
his grave. 

The gallant Col. Hansom, of i

Mayne Reitl, whom 1 knew, and 
were wounded, and were among the lirsl 
to enter the works.
